• Audio and video cables are usually color coded according to use: 
yellow for video and red and white for audio. The red audio cable is 
for the stereo right channel, and the white audio cable is for the 
stereo (or mono) left channel. If you look at the rear panel of the TV, 
you will see that the terminals are color coded in the same manner 
as the cables. 

• S-video cables provide better picture performance. S-video cables 
can only be used with S-video compatible components.

For Subscribers to Scrambled Cable TV Service 

If you subscribe to a cable service which requires the use of a Con- 
verter/Descrambler box, connect the incoming cable to the Converter/ 
Descrambler box and connect the output of the box to the Antenna 
Jack on the back of the television. Follow the connections shown 
below. Set the television to the output of the Converter/Descrambler 
box (usually channel 3 or 4) and use the Converter/Descrambler box to 
select channels. 



For Subscribers to Unscrambled Basic Cable with Scram- 
bled Premium Channels 

If you subscribe to a cable service in which basic cable channels are 
unscrambled and premium channels require the use of a Converter/ 
Descrambler box, you may wish to use a two-set signal splitter (some- 
times called a "two-set coupler") and an A/B Switch box from the cable 
installer or an electronics supply store. Follow the connections shown 
below.

Auto power off 

The TV will automatically turn itself off after approximately 15 minutes if 
it is tuned to a vacant channel or if a station completes its broadcast for 
the day and stops broadcasting on that channel. This feature, however, 
does not work in the VIDEO mode. 

Understanding the Power Return feature 

If the power is cut off while you are viewing the TV and the power is 
resupplied, the Power Return feature will turn the TV on automatically. 

If the power is going to be off for a long time or you are going to be 

away from home for a long time, remove the power plug from the wall 
outlet to prevent the TV from turning on in your absence. 



Appendix 
Cleaning and care 

WARNING: 

TV sets use high voltage. Do not try to remove the cabinet back. Refer servicing to qualified service technicians. 
To clean the TV screen: 

1 . Unplug the TV to avoid possible shock hazard. 

2. Use a clean cellulose sponge or chamois cloth dampened with a solution of mild detergent and warm water to clean 
the TV screen and trim. Do not use too much water because water spills into the cabinet can cause damage to the TV. 

3. Wipe off any excess moisture with a clean dry cloth. 

4. Polish the cabinet with a quality furniture polish to maintain the finish and appearance of the cabinet. 
Caution: 

Never use strong solvents such as thinner, benzene, or other chemicals on or near the cabinet. These chemicals can 
damage the finish of the cabinet.

Adjust the TINT and/or COLOR in the PICTURE menu. 
If you change the direction of the TV while it is turned on, the picture 
could suffer from color shading. If so, turn off the TV and allow it to cool 
down for several hours before turning it on again. 

• Make sure the MTS feature is set properly. 



• Check to see if the TV/VCR/CABLE mode is properly set. 

• There may be an obstruction between the remote control and the 
remote control sensor. 

• The remote control batteries may be dead. Replace the batteries.

These limited warranties extend to the original consumer purchaser or any person receiving this set as a gift from the 
original consumer purchaser and to no other purchaser or transferee. 

Limited Ninety (90) Day Warranty 

TACP and THI warrant this product and its parts against defects in materials or workmanship for a period of ninety (90) 
days after the date of original retail purchase. During this period, TACP and THI will repair a defective product or part, 
without charge to you. You must deliver the entire set to an Authorized TACP/THI Service Station. You pay for all transpor- 
tation and insurance charges for the set to and from the Service Station. 

Limited One (1) Year Warranty 

TACP/THI further warrant the parts in this product against defects in materials or workmanship for a period of one year 
after the date of original retail purchase. During this period TACP/THI will replace a defective part without charge to you, 
except that if a defective part is replaced after ninety (90) days from the date of original retail purchase you pay labor 
charges involved in the replacement. You must also deliver the entire product to a TACP/THI Authorized Service Station. 
You are responsible for all transportation for the set to and from the Service Station. 

Limited Two (2) Year Warranty of Picture Tube 

TACP and THI further warrant the picture tube in this product against defects in materials or workmanship for a period of 
two (2) years after the date of original retail purchase. During this period, TACP/THI will replace a defective picture tube 
without charge to you, except that if a defective picture tube is replaced after ninety (90) days from the date of original 
retail purchase, you pay labor charges involved in the replacement. You are responsible for all transportation and insur- 
ance charges for the set to and from the Service Station. 

Rentai units 

The warranty for rental units begins with the first rental of thirty (30) days from the date of shipment to the rental firm, 
whichever comes first. 

Commercial units 

Products sold and used for commercial use have a limited ninety (90) day warranty for all parts, labor and picture tube. 

Owner's manual and registration card 

You should read this owner's manual thoroughly before operating this product. You should complete and mail the en- 
closed registration card within ten days after you, or the person who has given you this product as a gift, purchased this 
product.
